I tried to escertain if they were carrying on 
any special research on anti-malariel drugs or other sub- 
stances, but they stated the only anti-milerial they were 
interested in was some alkaloid of quinine es that was 
their special line.

4n attempt had been made to produce a new form 
of Cinchona compound which was fairly encouraging when 
tried on Flasmodium Galiinaceum, but when given a clinical 
trial was so disappointing further work on it was abandoned. 
Boehringer ¢ Soehne were not carrying out any secret work 
for the German army and apparently were engaged solely in 
the production of pharmaceutical products, specializing in 
the various salts of quinine. They did not make atebrine 
or plasmoquin. re 


V. Summary 
The following summary may be made:-_ 


(a) The plant of Boehringer and Soehne, 
Manufacturers of pharmaceuticals, is 
very little damaged and could be put 
in production in a very short time. 


(b) They are capable of producing the various 
standard products as outlined in their 
own statement which includes quinine, 
cocaine, strophanthin etc. 


(c) If this plant is not required for, the 
production of pharmaceuticals to be 
used by the allied armies, Military 
Government are anxious to get it into 
operation to supply the local trade 
with standard drugs such as aspirin, 
cocaine etc. which are in very short 
supply in the area of Mennheim-\.alchof 
and presumably elsewhere throughout 
Germany.

Como es natural, los nifios recibirdn dosis pro- 
porcionalmente menores. 


De las otras enfermedades infecciosas que 
entran en consideracién para el tratamiento por 
la quinina, hay que mencionar en particular la 
gripe y la neumonia. En estas enfermedades 
hay que tomar, apends se manifiestan los 
primeros sintomas, 1 perla de 0.2 g. 2 a 3 veces 
a intervalos de 1—2 horas: durante los dias 
siguientes se repiten estas dosis, aumentdndolas 
o disminiyéndolas, segin el curso de la 
enfermedad. 

Para evitar la gripe se ha acreditado la toma 
diaria de 1 perla de quinina de 0.1 g., segtin las 
experiencias adquiridas durante las epidemias 
gripales ultimas; la administracién de la quinina 
debe seguirse durante todo el tiempo del riesgo 
de la gripe. 

En la tosferina (coqueluche) reciben los nifios 
diariamente tantas perlas de 0.1 g como afios 
de edad tienen, sin exceder de 6 a 8. 


Como estimulante general, sobre todo después 
de las enfermedades extenuantes, basta por lo 
general 1 perla de 0.1 g. con las comidas.

Malaria, em casos de nevralgias, inchacdes do 
baco, etc., podem-se tomar diariamente doses 
de 1—4 perolas de 0.1 gr.
